' Kixston, Dec. 13, 1863.
Editor State Journal :

T'he skirmish that I made meation of in my letter of
esterday, as taking place at Chinkapin Chepel, on the
ipper Trent road, resuited in the repulse of Lbe enemy,

with a loss od their side (so I am informed) of five killed
and six wounded, to say nothing of the dead and woun-
ded horses.

The casualties on our side were privates W. Aycack,
captured ; Jumes Farkes, wounded sligh*'y in shoulder
by a shell ;" David E. DeDBrashel, badiy io face, and
Wesley Davis, slightly in leg.

The evemy brought into ihe action about one bao-
dred cavalrymen with two six pound howitz rs.

We bad but forty-five men (all cavalrymen) engaged
on ear side, commanded by Captain Thompson, of
\‘li"ayue, of the 43d Georgia, but North Carolina Cav-
alry. :

The combat ¢ ntinued for abount one hour, when the
enemy gave way and rap, our men purswing. They
were piloted te our out post by deserters from Lieut.
Col. Nethereutt’s battalion.

‘Uhere 18 a report going the rounds down here (and 1
am rea!ly lvarful that it is too true,) to the effect that
the Yankees bave surprised our pickets on tLe south
side of ‘T'ar river, near 1'uff’s slore, between Greeaville
and Washivgton, and bave captured one entire eompa-
oy of cur cuvalry, commanded by Capt. Moore, of the
3d North Carolina.

TRIAL oF A COSrEDERATE SOLDIER ¥OR M@RDER. —
Capt Garley, of the C. 8. Army, who made a desh on
the train ot McCook, the Yarkee General, and killed
McCook bimeelf,is being tried by court martial in
Nashville for murder, be having been captured by the
Yarkces a few weeks sipce. A letter from Nashville, da -
ted the 4th instant, and publiched in the Cincinnati
Commercuol, says:

The evidence for the prosecution of the case of Gur-
ley, the guerilla, who m®rdered Geo. McUock, of Ohio,
clused to-day “efore the Milirary C . mmission, of
which Ce! J-~hn F. Miller, of the 29th Indianpa, is Pres-
ident. The court-granted a contivuance of the case
until tke 13tb, to enable Gurley to procure a witness
among thg rebel prisopers at Camp Chase. Capt.
Hunter Brooke is the ehief witness, having been pres-
eat at tbe murder. Gurley plesd not guilty, bat ont-
side the court admitted having hot Gen. McCook
while acting as a soldier in the rebel service. It will be
difficult to couvince the conrt that Guarley was acting
as a soldier at the time; for therebel papers, detailing
the murder, speke of it aseuch, and gpoke of him as a
partisan rasgir.

The statement about the sebel papers ig false.—QOa
the contrary, il was pronounced at the time one of the
most brilliant cavulry dashes ol the war.

St. Doxixco.—A letter from Madrid in the Diario

THE Y ANKERs. — W, H. Wilder, the Yanksae inspector
of one of those abandoned or*corfiscated plantations |
Lousiana, gives the following graphic disclosare of t!
bepefils of the Phillips-Beecher- Greeley system, th
success of which must pluce the wortbhy phillanthropisa
at least upon the same immortal pedestal as the celc-
brated Wilberforce. This inspector, in describicg tis
great advantages of this sainted system, says :

More particularly would 1 call your attention to th
Old Hickory plantation. * * * The mortality thv
has and is occarring there is truly appalling. Un
White Castle plantation, out of one hundred and forty
nine negroes, eighty-five have died and twenty-two 1uu
away, thus leaving but forty-two of the origioal pui-
ber. At the Old Hickory plantation there were four
bundred ard thirteen negroes; of these two hunndred
and two have died eioce June last. On my , visit there
I found thirty-eight negroes sick, without proper narses
or medieal attendance. The hospital is a building
eighteen by twenty-three feet in size, in which the sick
referred to were packed. Ja the midst of this lagzu
house was the dead body of & woman who had died on
Wednesday at 3 o’clock, A. M., At 5 o'clock, P. M,
the following day, mo measures bad been taken for her
sepulture, and the body had commenoced to decompose.
